Staging  a  strong  finish  in  Gulf 
States  Conference  competition  by 
defeating  the  Centenary  Gents  in 
the  last  two  games,  the  Demons 
clinched  the  conference  crown 
with  a  record  of  14  wins  and  2 
losses.  Centenary  was  second  in 
conference  standing  with  11  wins 
and  5  losses. 

Although  the  conference  cham- 
pionship was  definitely  decided  in 
favor  of  the  Demons  after  winning 
the  first  game  with  Centenary, 
they  went  on  to  win  the  second 
game  as  a  clincher  for  the  right 
to  represent  the  district  in  the 
NAIB  tournament  at  Kansas  City. 
Both  games  were  hotly  contested, 
however,  with  the  Demons  win- 
ning by  scores  of  S2-19  and  53-50. 

Demons  Go  To  Kansas  City 

Thirty-two  picked  teams  from 
all  over  the  United  States  and 
Hawaii  met  in  Kansas  City  the 
week  of  March  7-12  to  fight  it  out 
for  the  NAIB  championship. 

The  Demons  met  College  of 
Puget  Sound  of  Tacoma,  Wash., 
in  their  first  battle  and  won  going 
away  by  a  score  of  70-58.    They 


moved  into  the  quarterfinals  by 
defeating  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity, 59-57.  St.  Regis  College  of 
Denver  was  the  next  opponent  in 
the  quarterfinals,  and  they  elimi- 
nated the  Demons  bv  a  score  of 
56-51.  St.  Regis  went  to  the  finals. 
where  they  were  defeated  by  Ham- 
line  for  the  championship. 

Season  Record 

The  overall  record  for  the  entire 
season  shows  the  Demons  won  a 
total  of  23  games  while  losing  5. 
Claude  (Jodie)  Stoutamire  and 
Bernard  (Tussiel  Waggoner  were 
the  leading  scorers  for  the  confer- 
ence. According  to  latest  figures 
for  the  season.  Stoutamire  scored 
a  total  of  476  points  while  Waggo- 
ner was  second  with  a  total  of  471 
points  for  the  28  games  played. 

Total  points  scored  by  the 
Demons  were  1,675  for  a  game 
average  of  59.82,  while  all  oppo- 
nents scored  a  total  of  1,320  for  a 
game  average  of  47.14.

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HISTORIC  COLUMNS  REPAIRED 


Two  of  the  three  remaining 
columns  that  graced  the  tetrastyle 
portico  of  the  old  Bullard  mansion 
have  just  been  straightened  up 
and  given  a  new  concrete  base. 
Originally,  there  were  four  col- 
umns that  stood  alongside  Cald- 
well Hall  on  the  site  where  Judge 
Henry  Adams  Bullard  (1788- 
1851)  built  a  magnificent  Greek 
Colonial  home  in  1832  for  his 
lovely  wife,  Sarah  Maria  Kaiser 
Adams,  but  one  of  them  was 
pulled  down  about  12  years  ago 
because  it  was  thought  to  be  in 
danger  of  falling. 

These  two  colunuis,  just  re- 
paired, were  leaning  at  a  danger- 
ous angle  because  the  foundation 
on  one  side  was  giving  way,  and 
they  were  assuming  a  position  sim- 
ilar to  that  of  the  Leaning  Tower 
of  Pisa.  In  digging  around  the 
base  of  the  colunms,  the  crew  dis- 
covered that  the  front  edges  were 
supported  by  a  chain  brick  foun- 
dation while  the  back  sections  were 
supported  only  by  the  natural  soil. 

Since  the  building  of  which 
these  columns  were  a  part  was  torn 
down  in  1913,  the  earth  settled  so 
much  on  the  back  side  that  they 
were  leaning  dangerously,  and 
would,  in  all  probability,  topple 
over  before  loo  long. 

In  an  effort  to  preserve  these 
historic  links  with  the  past,  Mr. 
W.  W.  Wilson,  superintendent  of 
grounds,  and  his  crew  of  men 
rigged  up  an  ingenious  device  to 


pull    them    back   into    plumb    and 
then  poured  a  new  concrete  foun- 
dation   that    should    hold    them 
straight  for  future  generations  to 
view. 

When  asked  about  his  chances 
of  success  in  straightening  the 
columns,  Mr.  Wilson  said:  "If  I 
don't  succeed  in  doing  this  job,  I 
may  as  well  get  ready  to  move 
when  the  old  grads  come  back 
for  homecoming  this  spring."
